THE ATLANTIANS- ON A WAR SHIP 


Where They Are Received with Honor by 
the Gallant Men of the United States 
Cruiser, The Atlanta. 


PeNsacoLa, Fla., March 10.—[Special.]— 
Atlanta day, was in all respects, the big day 
of the white squadron’s visit to Pensacola. 

The beautiful fleet, the pride of the nation, 
was, to allintents and purposes, turned over 
to the Atlanta delegation today. 

From Rear Admiral Walker to the newest 
and freshest ensign, every officer of the fleet 
laid himse)f out to do everything in his power 
to make the reception of the Atlantians a 
hearty one, and each and every one succeeded 
even beyondur most sanguine expectations. 

The members of our party were up bright 
and early, and barring a few remainders of the 
banquet of the night before, all were chipper 
as the proverbial Kentucky thoroughbreds. 

THE ATLANTIANS AT SEA. 

At 10 o’clock the party started towards Pala- 
fox wharf, where the Dolphin’s Iaunch and 
gigs were waiting. Members of the special 
committee, with the mysterious box they had 
guarded so carefully, were piled on the first 
boat, the others following as soon as room was 
provided. The Dolphin’ lay off about a 
quarter of amile. She is, for the time, the 
admiral’s flagship, and there the delegation 
was received by the head of the squadron and 
the brainiest man 1n the American navy, Rear- 
Admiral John G. Walker. A handsome man 
is the admiral, a younger addition of General 
Longstreet in appearance. He is a charming 
entertainer, and it soon became apparent that, 
in his oppinion, at least, there was nothing too 
good for Atlanta. 

Greatly to the regret of everybody, Mayor 
and Mrs. Hemphill did not reach here in time 
to accompany the party. In fact, it wasn’t 
until dark tonight that their train, which had 
been subjected to delay after delay, arrived. 

The party then consisted of Captain E. P. 
Howell and Miss Howell, Colonel A. J. Mc 
Bride and Miss McBride, Judge Tom Sim- 
mons, Colonel John Milledge, Mr. Thomas 
Peters, Miss Peters and Tom Peters, Dr. Con- 
nally and his family, Mr. J. C. Freeman, Mr. 
G. B. Halderman, Lieutenants Martin and 
Bethea, and a large number of Pensacola 
ladies and geutlomen, who. were Atlanta’s 
special guests. 

STEAMING FOR THE ATLANTA. 

The Dolphin steamed out to the outside. As 
we rounded Fort Pickens the other ships. of 
the squadron were seen far ahead. The weather 
was beautiful, the sharp cutting winds of the 
day before had died away, and we were given 
ataste of genuine southern sun. The water 
was smooth as glass. As the Dolphin drew 
near the other ships, the admiral’s salute was 
given from them, and from the gigs that 
dotied the blue water on sides. The Dolphin 
dropped anchor, the boats drew along side, and 
andin less time than it takes to tell it we 
were al! on board the Atlanta. 

Captain Phillip is the chief officer of the 
Atianta. Captain Howell, who commanded 
her from the time she was manned up to a few 
months ago, has been promoted to some on- 
shore duty,in connection with the drydock 
commission, I beiisve, so the coincidence of 
the gift being prese ited by a Captain Howell 
and received by one of the same, failed to ina- 
terialize. Probably fifteen minutes was spent 
inthe delightful occupation of becoming ac- 
quainted all around, and then Atlanta's 
present was brought out, the beautiful pieces 
being arranged on a table on deck. 


‘THE SCENE ON BOARD. 

The scene wasan inspiring one. The table 
was so placed that the Atlanta’s great eight-inch 
gun formed a background. Admiral Walker 
and some of the ladies leaned against this. 
Back of it were the marines ata present-arms. 
Close around the table on all sides were the 
Officers of the cruiser, their brother officers 
from the other ships of the sqadron, the At- 
lantians and other visitors, while on the out- 
side of this group, and all around, wherever 
oné might look, were sailors in their white 
uniforms bearing the word ‘‘Atlanta’”’ on their 
caps. Excursion tugs, loaded down with peo- 
ple less fortunate than we, though hardly less 
enthusiastic, were on either side, where their 
passengers could get a good view of the exercises. 
It fell to the lot of Mr. Thomas Peters to present 
the committee and introduce the other 
speakers. 

THE PRESENTATION. 

He made a short and appropriate speech. 

‘You have been told,’’ he said, in conclu- 
sion, ‘that Iam in some way responsible for 
this gift,and I merely pressed the button; 
THR ConsTITUTION did the rest; so I intro- 
duce to you Captain Howell, the editor of 
that paper, and the representative of the 
citizens who contributed toward this gift.’ 

Captain Howell made the formal presenta- 
tion. He alluded to the significance of the 
gift, coming, as it did, from a city which had 
been laid desolate by the war, and especially 
coming from contributors who were, almost 
without exception, ex-confederates. 

“Take it, Captain Philip,’’ he said in con- 
clusion. ‘‘Itis but a small token of our ap- 
preciation of the honor the government did our 
city in naming this gallant vessel after her. 
With it goes the good will of our city and her 
citizens. Weare proud of the Atlanta, and 
now that we have seen her, her gallant com- 
mander, officers and men, we know the honor 
of Atlanta is safe in your hands.” 

Captain Howell was frequently applauded. 
He introduced Colonel] McBride who, as a rep- 
resentative of the city government, presented 
the greetings of the city. 

THREE CHEERS GIVEN. 


At the conclusion of his remarks, Captain 
Philip gave the order, “three cheers for the 
ladies and gentlemen from Atlanta, Ga.,” and 
they were given with all the unction that 400 
voices could give it. 

“‘Now,”’ began Captain Philip, “‘it is a well- 
grounded principle that a soldier or sailor 
should always come prepared with ammuni- 
tion,’”’ and everybody joined in his smile as he 
pulled out a little roll of manuscript. 
His acceptance was short and to the 
point. It concluded with an _ invitation 
to the ladies and gentlemen to go below and 
partake of a smal! repast, which it is needless 
to say was promptly accepted. Tho first 
course of this interesting feature of the day’s 
entertainment consisted of claret punch from

A Beautiful and Artistic Sterling Silver Tea 
Set. 
Atlanta’s memorial gift is one of the hand- 
somest ever seen here—a sterling silver tea set. 

_The punch bowl is sixteen inches high, of 
séven gallons’ capacity. The border is an ar- 
tistic piece of work, and the bowl is orna- 
mented beautifully in repousse chasing. The 
kettle is thirteen and a half inches high, of 
five pints’ capacity. Both these pieces bear the 
inscription— 

“Citizens of Atlanta to the U. S. S., At- 
lanta.”’ 

There are five other pieces in the set. The 
coffee pot is nine inches, the tea pot six inches. 
These, with the sugar bow], cream pitcher 
and slop bowl, are all sterling silver, repousse 
chased.

IT IS BLOWING OVER. 


The United States and Great SBritain’s 
Quarrel Over Behring Sea. 

WASHINGTON, March 10.—The Behring Sea ne- 
gotiations have takén a most favorable turn, and 
the governments of the United States and Great 
Britain appear to have at length reached a basis 
upon which to settle their differences, as is evi- 
denced by a communication from Lord Salis- 
bury to Sir Julian Pauncefote,’' British 
minister here, which’ was laid before Secretary 
Blaine, and was made public by him tonight, from 
which some extracts are here given. 

The letter is dated February 21st, and in its 
opening paragraph says: 

‘The dispatch of Mr. Blaine, under date of the 
17th of December, has been carefuily considered 
by her majesty’s government. Theeffectof the 

scussion which has been carried on between the 
two governments has been materially to narrow 
the area of the controversy. It is now quite clear 
thatthe advisers of the president do not claim 
Behring sea as mare clausum, and, indeed, that 
they repudiate that contention in express 
terins. Nor do they rely, a8 a jus- 
tification for the seizure of British 
ships in the open sea, upon the contention that 
interests of seal fisheries give to the United 
States government any right for that purpose, 
Which, according to international law, it would 
not otherwise possess. Whatever importance 
they attach to the preservation of the fur seal 
species—and they justly look on itasan object 
deserving the most serious solicitude—they do 
not conceive that it confers upon any maritime 
power rights over the open ocean which that 
power could not assert on other grounds. 

The claim of the UnitedStates to prevent the 
exercise of seal-fishing by other nations in Beh- 
ring sea rests nowexclusively upon the interest 
which by purchase they possess in the ukase is- 
sued by Emperor Alexander I,in the year 1821, 
which prohibits foreign vessels from approaching 
within 100 Italian miles of the coast and island 
then belonging to Russia in Behring sea. 

“It ic l. understand, contended that the 


Russian ernment, at the time of the issue of 
this ukase, possessed any inherent right to enforce 
such a prohibition, or gh emgpoon by the act of issu- 
ing itany claims over the open sea beyond the 
territoriai limit of three miles, which they would 
not otherwise have possessed, But it is said that 
this prohibition, worthless in itself, acquired 
validity and force against the British government 
because that government can be shown to have 
accepted its provisions. The ukase was a mere 
usurpation,but it is said that it was converted into 
valid international law, as against the British 
mamta by the adinission of this government 
itself, 

“jam not concerned todisputethe contention 
that an invalid claim may, a8 against another 
government, acquire validity which, in its incep- 
tion, it did not possess, if it is formally or effect- 
ively accepted by that government. But the 
vital question for discussion is whether the gov- 
ernment of Great Britain has ever accepted the 
claim put forward in this ukase. Our contention 
is that not only canit not be shown that the gov- 
ernment of Great Britain, at a time since 1821, 
has admitted the soundness of the pretention put 
forward by that ukase, but that if can be shown 
thatit has has categorically denied it on more 
than one occasion.” 

In conclusion Lord Salisbury says: 

“There is an omission in these questions which 
I have no doubt the government of the president 
will be very glad to repair, and that is the refer- 
ence to an arbitrator of the question, what 
daina are dne to rsons who 
have been injured, in case it shall be determined 
by him that the action of the United States in 
seizing British vessels has been without warrant 
in international law. Subject to these reserva- 
tions, her majesty’s government will have great 
satisfaction in joining with the government 
of the United States in seeking by means of arbi- 
tration an adjustment of international ques- 
tions which have so long formed matter of con- 
troversy between the two governments, 


The Sun’s Cotton Review. 

New Yoru, March 10.—Futures opened at six 
points decline, closing steady at one to two points 
decline from yesterday’s closing prices. Specu- 
lation was less active today,and yet a fair busi- 
ness was done. Besides it was not so much like 
a handie to a jug—all on one side. There 
was a distinctive bull which con- 
fronted the bears with some degree of spirit. A 
lower opening and further decline followed the 
weak accounts from aha and better weather 
at the south, but when early settlers attempted to 
buy back the cotton of which they were short, 
they found themselves competing with moderate 
orders for “long”’ cotton, and prices appeared to 
go up much han they went duwn. Advices 
and opinions from the south eennocting planting 
for the next crop were somewhat con ctory, 
but probably one had not better accept too readily 
the estimates that have been made of reduced 
acreage.

Proceedings of the National Federation in 
Dublin. 

DUBLIN, March 10.~—The National Federation 
convention opened in this city today. Justin 
McCarthy presided. A letter from Archbishop 
Walsh was read, in which the archbishop said 
that four-fiiths of the constituencies were ready 
to follow the lead of Kilkenny. Parnell’s policy 
involves the destruction of the work of the last 
ten years. Letters of approval of the course 
adopted by the McCarthyites were read from 
as a Croke and most of the bishops in Ire- 
and. 

Sir Thomas Esmonde, secretary of the conven- 
tion, stated that 115 organizations had sent dele~ 
gates. Letters had been received from ninety 
other organizations stating that these organiza- 
tions would support McCarthy. 

Mr. McCarthy said that the league had allowed 
itself to be captured in a recreant way by 
“Crow-bar brigade.”” The federation, he declared, 
was wellrid of the national league. It 
was thought by some persons that they had

RUSSIA IS WIDE-AWAKE, 
Affairs in 


And Is Watching Political 


Scandinavia. 


St. PETERSBURG, March 10.—The tension of 
affairs caused by the political situation in Scandi- 
navia is keenly watched and followed here 
Russia has long been waiting tor an opportunity 
to incorporate into the Russian empire the coun- 
try beyond the northwestern frontier, thus gain- 
ing a free Atlantic seaboard, and enabling Russia 
to make Ofoten, in Norway, a naval port of equal 
strategic importance to Viadivostock, near the 
northern limit of Corea, on the sea of Japan, by 
joining the gap now separating the railway sys- 
tems of Russia and Scandinavia. 

These schemes have hitherto been eclipsed by 
the grander schemes of the Balkans and the possi- 
ble extension of Russian territory in that direc- 
tion. 

The semi-official Novoe Vremya has taken up 
the hint that if the Rothschilds espouse the cause 
of the Hebrews, it means financial pressure upon 
the Russian government, and publishes a long, 
venomous article stating that the Rothschilds 
themselves have given hostages to the Russian 
government, insomuch that they now own prac- 
tically all the naphtha springs of Baku, and have 
arranged with the American Standard Oil Com- 
pany to divide the profits of the markets of the 
world. The Novoe Vremya then says that Russia 
wouid not fail, in the event of financial troubles, 
to give a Roland for an Oliver.

HE WANTS TO SEE BEN HARRISON. 


The Democratic Postmasters to Go from 
Now on-—The Negro, Langston, Feels 
He Has Been Badly Treated.

WasHincton, March 10.—[Special.]—A 
very interesting individual, calling himself 
J. H. Cruzen, and claiming to hail from 
Xenia, O., was wandering about the white 
house today, like Coleridge’s ancient mariner, 
seeking whom he might devour. He carried 
a chart which he was very anxious to show 
to President Harrison, but, finding that the 
chief magistrate was over on the eastern shore 
of Maryland gunning for ducks, he explained 
his wonderful chart to ‘Whistling Lige’’ and 
severa] newspaper men who were about. The 
title of the chart is: ‘‘Hebrew Christology in 
the Sabbath System, Showing the Relative 
Position of the Earth, Moon and the Sun, the 
Lunar, the Christian and the Ancient Solar 
Calendar for Each Day in the Year.”’ 

On the chart aresymbolsinnumerable. All 
the signs of the zodiac are there. The 
sailors’ compass and the clock of 
every life is to be seen. There 
are eclipses, hyperbolas and parabolas, the 
latter with their asymptotes. There are 
wheels within wheels, and circles as many as 
follow the casting of a stone into a pool of still 
water. Hebrew letters and words are all 
about, and scattered around and collected into 
groups. There are more figures thanin a table 
of logarithms. And this chart, in the language 
of the man who gently, but so magnetically, 
held his heterogeneous audience, is intended 
to do this: ‘“To present an unbroken chain of 
recognized time from Adam to the present 
date in perfect harmony with the United 
States Nautical Almanac. To show that the 
life of Christ, including the heavens and the 
earth, proving from prophecy not onlv his 
birthday, but twenty-eight days in relation to 
his life work, showing by beautiful time charts 
—solar, lunar and Christian—that the spirit of 
Christ has existed from the earliest period.”’

The trouble that has existed in the com- 
pany, which gave rise to the doubt of its ever

While Boating, and Both Drowned—The- 
Story of the Flood—The City in Gloom 
Over the Tragedy. 


Avevsra, Ga., March 10.—[Special.}—One | 
of the saddest of accidents shocked this 
whole community this evening. 

It is doubly regretted because the lives: 
of two of the most prominent and popular’ 
young people of Augusta were lost. 

DRAWN INTO THE MILLRACE. : 

Mr. Henry C. Lamar and Miss Louise’ 
King Connelly were out pleasure-riding 
on the canal, when their boat was drawn 
into the race, or grating, at the bulkhead, 
at the Warwick mills. The rushing cure 
rent swamped the small boat, 
and both were drowned. Their 
bodies were soon found in the raceway, 
below the mill, which is several miles above 
Augusta, where Lake Olmstead joins the 
canal. The high waterin theriver did not 
affect the canal or lake, but the millrace was 
opened as a precaution, in case the canal banks 
were injured by the high water in the river 
alongside. 

THE BODIES RECOVERED, 

The two bodies were carried to their 
homes to the grief-stricken families, and all 
Augusta is horror-stricken by this terrible 
and double drowning. : 

WHO THEY WERE. 

Mr. Lamar was a nephew of Hon. Joseph 
B. Cummings, and very popular in Augusta. 
Miss Connelly was a granddaughter of the 
late Judge John P. King, niece and ward of 
Henry B. King, and niece of the Marchionesg 
of Anglesey. She was a belle and beauty, 
and her philanthropic and Christian works 
made her the worthy successor of her noted 
aunt, the late Louise King, who was wor- 
shiped by rich and poor in Augusta. Miss 
Connelly was also an heiress and only 
nineteen. Mr. Lamar was about twenty. 
six years of age. 2 

THE WATER RECEDING 


And Augusta Will be Dry Land Once 
: More, 

AuGUSTA, Ga., March 10,—[{Special.]—Augusta 
is all right and safe tonight. The Savannah river 
rose its last inch from 2:30 to 3:30 o’clock this 
morning. It then remained at a standstill for two 
hours, and at 5:30 o’clock, reached its highest 
mark, which was 35 feet 54% inches. At 5:36 
o’clock it commeneed receding, and dropped one- 
half an inch in the hour ending 6:30 o’ciock, and 
has been slowly going down. 

The trestle of. the South Carolina railroad was 
washed away, and rains on that road are running 
on the Richmond and Danville track to Granite- 
ville,S.C. The telegraph wires on that road are 
also down between here and Bath. The Georgia 
railroad trains are arriving and d@ from 
the orphan asylum, and passengers for that road 
have to ride through water to catch the trains, 
All the schedules on the Port Royal and tne 
Western Carolina and the A ta, Gibson and 
Sandersville roads have been entirely abandoned. 

The damage cannot be estimated until the 
water subsides, but it is not thought that it will 
amount to a considerable sum. 


Condition of the Levees. 

Nsw Ogveans, March 10.—No informa 
tion concerning any breaks on the Louisiana 
line of levees has been received up to today, 
and the state engineers are *hopeful that the 
dykes will successfully restrain the flood, 
though in the northern portion of the state 
there are several levees about whose stability 
some apprehension is felt. The water has 
not reached the level of last year’s flood, 
and many of the levees have been 
raised and strengthened so that the 
state engineers believe there is less 
than there was last year. The water is almost 
up to the crest of the levees on Bayou la 

ourch, and fear is felt there, as la 
Fourch intersects a territory richly dotted 
with sugar plantations. The government en- 
gineer here is making arrangements to charter 
patrol boats to watch dangerous points along 
the river and to check, if possible, crevasses in 
incipient stages. Lieutenant Mills, of the 
government service, and State Engineer Rich- 
ardson have gone to the front on a tour of in- 
spection and to take precautions against the 
inroads of the Mississippi. 


The Blizzard in England. 


Lonpon, March 10.—Snowed-up trains con- 
tinue to be reported, and in every case severe 
hardships to passengers resul from a lack 
of means of heating the cars. Some of the 
passengers are missing, and the explanation 
advanced is that they leftthe trains to seek 
shelter elsewhere and a lost their lives 
in snow-drifts. Passengers bound for London 
from the continent have been forced to stop 
at Sherness, trains being unable to proceed 
any further on account of thesnow. Traflic 
on the Great Western railroad is completely 
blocked, and trains of that road are snowed up 
at different points. The sea wall, supporting 
the Great Western railroad line between 
Dawlish and Exeter, has been breached by 
heavy pounding from the sea.

GROVE IN 


DIES AT HIS ORANGE 
FLORIDA. 


His Death Sndden and Unexpected—The 
Story of His Life and Services—Brave 
in War and Eloquent at the Bar. 


Macon, Ga., March 10.—{Special.]— Macon 
was shocked today to hear of the death of 
Captain John C. Rutherford, the great lawyer 
and very eloquent orator. Captain Ruther- 
ford was well-known throughout the state as a 
magnificent advocate before a jury, and was 
justly esteemed as one of the leading members 


of the Georgia bar. 

He was a splendid specimen of the physical and 
mental men. His physique was powerful, and he 
often boasted of his great strength. About a yea 
avo he was attacked with chronic dysentery, from 
which he never recovered. Ne spent a great deal 
of his time at his orange grove in Florida, seek- 
ing areturn of health and strength, and it was 
thought by Major Bacon and all friends that Cap- 
tain Kutherford was steadily improving, and they 
were not prepared for the dreadful news that 
came today from DeLand Fia., an- 
nouncing ms death. This morning at an early 
hour Major Bacon received a telegram that war 
sent from DeLand last night, saying that Captain 
Rutherford was extremely ill and not expected to 
live through the night. This was the 
first information that Major Bacon 
had received of Captain Rutherford’s 
critical condition. Heand Mr. Minter Wimberly 
were preparing to go to Captain Rutherford’s 
bedside when a second telegram came at 8 o'clock 
bhis afternoon saying that Rutherford was 
dead, and that the remains and 
the family would leave for Athens today, 
where the interment will be made. 
Captain Rutherford has always been & close stu- 
dent and a hard worker, but during the past year 
he has been unable to do any legal service what- 
ever. The last work he did was about a year ago, 
when he argued betore the supreme court & mo- 
tion for a new trial in the case of Tom Woolfolk. 
It is generally thought that Captain Rutherford’s 
break in health and strength was due to his her- 
culean work in the Woolfolk trial. Many believe 
that Woolfolk woul have been living today had 
Captain Rutherford’t bealth permitted ghim to 
appeal the case to the United States supreme 
court. 

It will be remembered that Captain Rutherford 

was married about two weeks ago to a Virginia 
lady. 
Captain Rutherford was born in Athens, about 
forty-eight or forty-nine years ago. His father is 
the venerable Professor Williams Ruther- 
ford, who was for 80 many = years 
the distinguished teacher of mathematics 
at the State University. His mother. was a sister 
to the late General Howell Cobb. Captain Ruth- 
erford was on the staff of General T. R. R. Cobb 
in the late war. He made a brave and gallant 
soldier. He caught the dead body of 
General Cobb as it was falling from 
his horse at the battle of Fredericksburg. After 
the war Captain Rutherford taught school for 
awhile. He then went to Bainbridge and engaged 
in the practice of the law under the firm name of 
Rutherford & Fleming. He solicitor 
general of that circuit. He moved 
to Macon about tifteen years ago, 
and formed a law partnership with Major A. 0. 
Bacon, which continued until the hour of his 
death. The firm did immense business, the largest 
in this section. They are the attorneys of the 
East Tennessee railroad. Rutherford’s defense of 
Woolfolk made him famous in the crimipaljannals 
of the country. Rutherford was a man 
of many excellent characteristics. A noble trait 
of his was that he had never been known to speak 
harshly or unkindly of a single human being. He 
was wedded to the law. He eschewed politics. 

Major Bacon, Minter Wimberly an others, of 
Macon, will meet the body en route and accom- 
pany it to Athens. : 

Captain Rutherford’s daughters reside in 
Athens. He left a‘competency of this worlds 
goods. Captain Rutherford wasa fine orator and 
has delivered many literary addresses. His last 
speech of this kind was at the Jeff Davis Memorial 
meeting in Macan. 


A DESPERATE ATTEMPT

was 


To Break Out of Fulton County Jail Yes- 
terday. 

A bold attempt at jail breaking was pre- 
vented by Jailer Faith yesterday morning. 

The prisoners were just on the point of gain- 
ing their liberty when. the vigilance of the 
jailer thwarted them. 

A peciliarity of the bold attempt was that 
the prisoners who made it were confined in the 


dungeon. 
A few minutes later and the birds would 


have been gone. 

They are Dennis Alexander and Jeff Wil- 
liamis, two of the most desperate negroes in the 
jail, both of whom were confined on serious 
charges. 

Alexander and Williams are so unruly that 
they could not be keptin the regular prison 
along with the other prisoners. They had to 
be put in the dungeon because of their brutal 
abuse of prisoners in the main ward. 

Here is how they attempted to escape: 

The walls of the dungeon, which is in the 
basement of the jail, are of solid masonry, 
plain rocks on the inside and plastered on the 
outside. 

Witha sharp instrument, which they ob- 
tained somehow or other, the two prisoners 
succeeded in removing several large stones 
from the inside of the cell, preserving the 
plaster on the outside to prevent discovery. 

The hole was large enough to admit the 
passage of a man’s body. All that was neces- 
sary was to remove the loose stone and break 
the outside apron and the prisoners would 
be in the basement of the jail. 

Once there they would have had compara- 
tively little trouble in getting on the outside 
of the jail altogether. 

The kitchen and other supply rooms are in 
the basement, and they would have made their 
escape through this channel. # 

The discovery was made by Jatiers Faith 
and Trotti, on one of their early morning 
rounds, and Alexander and Williams were re- 
moved to another cell for safe keeping.

He Takes a Look Through the Recon-

SPARKS IS RECEIVER. 


THE MACON CONSTRUCTION COM- 
PANY IN TROUBLE. 


MeTighe & Co. Throw the Company Into 
the Courts—The Colleton Scheme in 
Danger—-History of the Affair. 


Macon, Ga., March 10.—[Special.]—There 
will be consternation in Macon tomorrow, when 
it is learned that the great Macon Construc- 
tion Company has about gone by the board. 

This afternoon, McTighe & Co., the large 
and well-known railroad contractors, filed two 
big liens against the company and the rail- 
roads, the Georgia Southern and the Macon 
and Birmingham and the Macon and Atlantic. 

Tonight, at 8:30 o’clock, they filed in Bibb 
superior court their petition, asking for a re- 
ceiver forthe Macon Construction Company 
and all their property. 
Co’s. liens is against the Macon and Atlantic 
road for $298,000. Two hundred thousand 
dollars of this amount is past due for terms of 
tHirty, sixty and ninety days and the 
balance due on the completion of the contract. 
They have no security except $10,000 in bonds 
of the Macon and Atlantic railroad, which are 
practically valueless. Only fifteen miles of 
this road have been completed, and upon that 
$300,000 in bonds have been issued, $200,000 
of which have been hypothecated by defendant 
to the Macon Construction Company and 
other parties for debts due and owing by the 
defendant. 

THE TWO COMPANIES. 

The Macon Construction Company have 
$500,000 of stock in the Macon and Savannah 
Construction Company. The two construction 
companies are practically the same. 

The second lien is against the Macon and 
Birmingham road for $99,600. 

This road was built by the Macon Construc- 
tion Company. Fifteen thousand dollars of 
the above lien have been due since November 
Ist last, and the sum of $84,000 is due No- 
vember ist next. McTighe & Co. have 
$94,000 of bonds of the Macon and 
Birmingham, which are practically worth- 
less. This road is finished from Macon 
to LaGrange, a distance of  nineiy- 
seven miles, and is bonded at. $20,000 per mile. 
All of these bonds have been hypothecated. 
The Georgia Southern road is finished from 
Macon to Palatka, a distance of 285 miles, 
bonded at $12,000 per mile. There is stock to 
the amount of $4,275,000. The bonds and 
stock belong to the Macon Construction Com- 
pany, and have been hypothecated. 

THE COLETON SCHEME. 

The Macon and- Savannah Construction 
Company owns 5,000 acres of land at Coleton, 
the deeds to which are in the name of W. B. 
Sparks, and notin the name of the company. 
There are $115,000 of floating debts due. This 
consists of wages due employes for several 
months, local bills and kindred accounts. 
McTighe & Co. claim that they have de- 
manded payment of their claims for construc- 
tionand the same has been refused. They 
allege in their petition that the defendants are 
utterly insolvent, and ask for the appointment 
of a receiver. 

THE RECEIVER APPOINTED. 

Tonight Judge Miller appointed W. B. 
Sparks temporary receiver, to take charge of 
the property and operate the roads until the 
matter is cleared. Sparks is president of the 
Macon Construction Company. 

THE ORIGIN OF THE COMPANY. 

The Macon Construction ‘Company was or- 
ganized less than four years ago with a capital 
stock of $500,000, at $10,000 per share, most all 
of which is held by Macon parties. 

They first built the Georgia Southern, which 
was a phenomenal success at first, but the 
company, in attempting at the same time to 
build railroads to Birmingham, Savannah and 
Culloden, became entangled. Recently Sparks 
formed acombination with President Robinson, 
of the Seaboard and Roanoke system, by 
which Robinson was to guarantee 6 per cent 
interest on the stock of the Macon 
Construction Company and its roads. This 
reported combination caused, the Macon 
Construction stock to increase in value. 
Sometime ago the stock went from $10,000 per 
share to $32,000, and then fell back as low as 
$17,000, but when the Seaboard and Roanoke 
deal was reported, the stock advanced to 
$40,000 per share, and the shareholders last 
week refused to sell at that figure. A few 
days ago the Seaboard and Roanoke people 
came to Macon, and went over the Georgia 
Southern line with Sparks. 

THE TRADE OFF. 

Sparks returned this morning to Macon 
alone, and it is understood that the Seaboard 
and Roanoke people returned to Baltimore 
Sunday night via Savannah. It is reported 
that President Robinson was not as well 
pleased with the Georgia Southern 
and his deal as he was expected to 
be, and the agreement or combination he 
had made with Sparks wasdeclared off. This, 
therefore, has caused McTighe & Co. to pro- 
ceed against the Macon Construction Company, 
and ask for a receiver. 

Whether these proceedings will have the 
effect of preventing the building of the Macon 
and Elberton railroad; the Macon and Atlantic, 
and tinishing the Macon and Birmingham, and 
carrying into execution the Colleton land and 
harbor scheme, remains to be seen. It is 
hoped that all yet be well. 


SHE FELL INTO THE FIRE

THE BLUE RIDGE AND ATLANTIC 
24 NOT INSOLVENT : . 


Says Judge Thomas—The Marietta and North 
Georgia Strike—Other Matters of 
Interest. 


The strike on the Marietta and North Geor- 
gia toad was the principal topic of conversa- 
tion in the railroad yards yesterday. Several 
of the striking engineers came down to the city 
to talk over affairs with their fellow-laborers 
on the other roads. 

Mayor Glover, of Marietta, a brother of 
Superintendent Glover, of the Marietta and 
North Georgia, Says the men were too hasty 
in their action. They went to his brother with 
their demands some time ago when he was 
sick, and he asked them todefer the matter 
until such time as he was able to confer with 
them. They wanted a raise of wages 
from $3.50 to $4.00 perday. They were not 
satisfied with his answer and expressed them- 
selves so, and he discharged the three leaders. 
Chief Arthur was then telegraphed for and 
came to Atlanta. He had a consultation with 
Superintendent Glover and asked that -the 


men be reinstated, but the latter refused to do 
so. 

It is learned among the other men that Chief 
Arthur left town without ordering or author- 
izing a strike, but the men concluded the time 
had arrived for such an action and commenced 
yesterday; each man abandoning his engine 
just where it happened to be when the ap- 
pointed hour arrived. Thirteen, the whole 
force, struck, the firemen going out with them. 

Mayor Glover states that passenger traffic 
was uninterrupted with the exception of one 
accommodation train, which was temporarily 
taken off, but that all the freight business was 
at a standstill. 


The strike, the men claim, although not 
authorized by the national order, will be recog- 
nized and sustained by it. Word was brought 
to the city yesterday that Superintendent 
Glover had sent for the strikers, and was en- 
deavoring to effect a settlement with them. 
They say the road could not possibly hold out 
against the strike, as nearly all its freight 
business is marble carrying, and the engineers 
of connecting roads would refuse to haul it, 
thus crippling the road. 


A report was passed around in Atlanta recently 
to the effect that the Blue Ridge and Atlantic 
road was about to go intothe hands of a receiver. 
It will be remembered that The Athens Banner, 
several weeks ago, published the same rumor, but 
in its next issue printcd afull restriction of its 
Statement. Judge W. P. Thomas, president of the 
road, was asked about the matter yesterday, and 
replied: 

‘The road is not in the hands of a receiver, and 
there is not the remotest probability or possibility 
that itever will be. Tne entire indebtedness of 
the Blue Ridge and Atlantic Railroad Company 
is less than $1,000. If there is another railroad in 
the United States with sosmalla debt less than 
$50 per mile, I don’t knowit. This indebtedness 
being for current expenses is rarely ever less than 
this amount and rarely overi$2,000 .So you see any 
talk of a receiver is simply preposterous. I have 
not put myself to any troubleto correctthe re- 

because we have so little occasion for credit 
that itis really immaterial what is said. Such 
reports are simply annoying and unpieasant, and 
that is all.’’ 

It was rumored yesterday that the East Tennes- 
see road, pending the settlement of the question 
of its entrance to the Union depot, was making 
arrangements with the Metrupolitan Street rail- 
road to transfer all its passengers and baggage to 
and from the East Tennessee shops, near Pryor 
street, and Kiser’s new building, corner of Pryor 
and Hunter streets. The ground floor of that 
building will be rented by the East Tennessee for 
waiting and baggage rooms, and the ‘‘finest ticket 
office in the south.”” This arrangement, it is said, 
will go into effect in case an entrance to the depot 
is refused. 

Major W. F. Shellman, traffic manager of the 
Central road, was in the city on business yester- 
day. 

In April, 1889, a ticket was purchased at Blue 
Rapids, Kas., by a passenger who desired to travel 
over the Union and Central Pacific lines to San 
Francisco. The ticket was not signed and was 
only used for a — of the way, when it was sold 
toascalper. The ticket broker resold it to a man 
named Campbell, who used it to Salt Lake and 
sold it again to a scalper, from whom E. H. Drum- 
mond bought it. Drummond traveled past Ogden 
with it, when the Central Pacific conductor took the 
ticket from him and put him off the train, believ- 
ing his ticket to be a scalped one. Suit was brought 
in Drummond’s name by the American Ticket 
Brokers’ Association against the Southern Pacific 
Company for $10,000. A verdict for the plaintiff 
amounting to $115.70 was awarded by the superior 
court of Utah. The supreme court of Utah has 
now reversed the decision of the lower court and 
ordered judgment to be entered for the Southern 
Pacific Company. This is a very severe blow to 
the scalpers, as it gives to the man who rides on a 
scalped ticket no redress in case he is put off the 
train on which he is traveling. 

An act amending the charter of the Macon and 
Birmingham railroad has just passed the Alabama 
legislature, compelling the road, in its extensiom 
from LaGrange to Birmingham, to build through 
the center of, or within a mile of, the town of 
Roanoke, provided the mayor and council and 
citizens of the town shall donate tothe railroad 
company the right of way through the town and 
give sufficient land for depot and railroad pur- 


poses. 


Passenger train No. 52,on the Louisville and 
Nashville, in charge of Conductor White and En- 
gineer Henry Marks with engine No. 252, recently 
made the run of 164 miles between Evansville, 
Ind, and East St. Louis, in four hours and twenty 
minutes, making forty-six stops. Less the time in 
making stops,this is an average of fifty two miles 
per hour. | 


The greatest railway mileage in any state of the 
union will be found in Illinois, namely, 10,197 
miles. The indebtedness against this mileage is 
$1,955,698,274, or one-fifth the total railway in- 
debtedness of the United States. The netearnings 
show but $2,237 per mile of road, or about! per 
cent upon the total investinent. The total income 
for the year ending June 30, 1890, was $65,500,000. 


The bright spot in the railway horoseope at 
present appears to be in the sunny south, and 
while nearly all northern states seem bent on do- 
ing everything within their power to retard rail- 
way progress and even to confiscate the property 
which has done more than ought else to make 
thein the prosperous commonwealths which they 
stand today, it. is cheerful to note that 
the new south is crying hands i off 
against any measure that attacks the 
vested rights of railway properties or that at- 
tempts to discourage the investinent of capital to 
dévelop their material resources. Itis interesting 
to note in this connection, says The Railway Age, 
that nearly half the railway construction last year 
was south of the Mason and Dixon line, and the 
increase in wealth, commercial supremacy and 
political power which this portends it would be 
well for the demagogues and malcontents to take 
into calculation.. The new south proclaims against 
the communism of grangers or any other class 
that would antagonize interests of the capital 
which has brought to them a new era of pros- 


perity. 


The Savannah, Griffin and North Alabama rail- 
road has ordered steel rails for relaying its track 
from Sharpsburg to Griffin,a distance of about 
thirty-two miles. 


Bills have been introduced in the Alabame leg- 
islature incorporating the Alabama Northern Rail- 
way Company and the Florida and Chattanooga 
Railroad Company.

THE SIGNAL SYSTEM. 


Instructions for Using the New Appparatus 
for the Police Service. 

The police signal system will be in operation 
this week. 

It is all completed now except the distribution 
of the batteries of the several stations, and these 
will be begun today. 

Chief Connolly has had printed a lot of cards 
with the location of the stations, and instructions 
for using the apparatus. 

Here are the instructions. They will be of in- 
terest to citizens generally, as well as to the de- 
partinen: ‘ 

INSTRUCTIONS. 

Turn the pointer to the desired signal, pull down 
the lever and let go. 

The ringing of the bell in the signal box indi- 
cates the transmisssion of the signal to headquar- 
ters. Ifatany time the signal-box bell does uot 
ring for the transmission of a signal, it indicates 
that the line is interrupted, and officers must re- 
port that fact promptly to headquarters, from the 
nearest private telephone. 

Two biows will be struck on the box bell imme- 
diately after the receipt of a isgnal if headquarters 
desire to communicate with an officer by tele- 
phone. These two blows, when sent out by the 
operator, will reach the box within two seconds 
after it has completed its signal, and officers tust 
listen for them every time they transmit a Signal. 
When the t+-0-biow signal is received by an Officer 
at a box, he will take down the telephone and 
“Hello” to headquarters for instructions. 

The bell in the signal.box is silent after the 
transmission of a signal, if headquarters does not 
wish to communicate with an officer. 

Should an officer wish to use the telephone to 
headquarters, he will turn the poinver in the box 
to “telephone” on the dial, pull down the lever 
and let go, take up the phone and Risten for the 
operator. 

Officers’ keys will open the signal hox door and 
also transmit the “wagon” signal without trap- 
ping, if used in the citizens’ key-hole. Officers, 

owever, will not use the citizens’ key-hole ex- 
cept under urgent circumstances. 

Citizens’ keys can only be used in the citizens’ 
key-hole and summon the wagon. When used 
they will be “trapped,” and must be taken out by 
the officer first using the box, or by t#e patrol 
wagon officer, and returned to the key-holder.

A System in Road-Making. 

‘The road question has been an open one in 
Georgia for years past, and is being generally 
discussed at this time. Indeed, it is a live 

- issue in every section of the country; but 
’ .wery few of the good suggestions made have 
a had practical application. In this connec- 
tion a volume entitled “‘A Move for Better 

_ Roads,’’ which has just been issued in Phil- 

_ adelphia, presents some valuable informa- 
~ tion. 
~ . Until road-making and road-working are 

' brought down to a system, they will never 
amount to much. It is to the lack of sys- 
- tem that the roads of Georgia are no better 
than they are, and this is the cause of the 


3 : = complaints made of the bad condition of the 
» roads in nearly every county in the state. In 
this work on road-making there is a contri- 


bution from Major George B. Fleece, of 

Memphis, which suggests a system that con- 
tains some excellent features. Valuable 
points may be gathered from the following 
extracts: 


A board of road commissioners, three in num- 
ber, in every county. They should meet within 


ten days after their election or sppointment, and

3. Upon data furnished by the 
the rate of road tax should be fixed and the work 
of the year determined. Authority to levy such 
“tax might be conferred on the county court. 

The salaries of commissioners may be fixed by 
the county court, and that of the engineer by the 
commissioners. Each commissioner should be 
required to give proper bond and to subscribe to 
an oath of cffive, embracing prominently that he 
has not influenced or attempted to influence his 
own election by any promise to do or notto do 
anything for any person whatever, or any section, 
entering upon his terin perfectly free and untram- 
recy to do his duty to the public without fear or 

avor. 


r The engineer of roads and bridges should have 


authority to amend or change locations, establish 
grades, alignment of roads, condemn material for 
construction, such as earth, timber, stone or 
gravel, under proper restrictions and provisions 
for the compensation of owners. He should have 
police powers to arrest and report violators of 
road laws, to appoint deputies, and exercise all 
other legal powers conferred on him by the board. 


Major Fleece submits, further, that road 
commissioners should, when they demand, 
have the free use of county convicts in any 
work for the county undertaken by them; 
but the best of all is the general, concise 
system he suggests, the imperative duties he 
would impose upon the men who have the 
management of roadwork, which has always 
been done in a haphazard sort of way, with- 
out any system whatever. It is folly forthe 
people of any state to work the roads super- 
ficially and at their convenience, and then 
complain of them afterwards. It should 
be one of their first and most important 
duties to organize this work and get it in 
good shape, mapping out well in advance, 
as above suggested, the lines on which it is 
to be carried out. Only in this way can the 
question of good roads be settled to the sat- 
isfaction of the people. 


Silver in the West and East. 

“If the east will not give us justice, and 
the south stands by us, we will allow the 
south to make our tariff laws for us!”’ 

This significant remark is credited by a 
Washington correspondent to Senator Stew- 
art, of Nevada. It is plain that the free 
coinage of silver is looming up as a para- 
mount issue in the west. The south is also 


ready to fight it out on that line, but there 


is no reason for leaving out all the eastern 
states in our plan of campaign for next year. 
Indeed, it would be rash policy to depend 
entirely upon a united west and south. It 
is by no means certain that they will be 
solid. We may lose Maryland, and some of 
the western states are uncertain. 

The thing to do is to begin an early silver 
agitation in the east. It is true that the 
gold-bugs have their headquarters in that 
section, but the masses of workingmen there 
will snow them under with their ballots if 
they can be convinced that free coinage and 
an expansive currency will in some measure 
lighten their burdens. When the facts of 
the case are fully presented and fairly dis- 
cussed in the eastern states, it is safe.to say 
that the masses will be as clamorous for free 
coinage as they are in the west. 

It is no time to talk about a union of the 
west and south. What is wanted is the 
solid organization of the democracy every- 
where, north, south, east and west. Free 
coinage will be a plank in the next national 
democratic platform if it is thoroughly dis- 
cussed before the people. 

And it will win, along with tariff reform. 


The Library Subscription. 

The committee will go out this morning 
to solicit subscriptions to purchase the Arm- 
strong collection for the Young Men’s Li 
brary. It isan exceptionally good commit- 
tee and most of the $5,000 required will 
doubtless be subscribed before the day 
closes. 

There is one thing which the public 
should bearin mind. Although maintained 
by subscription, the Young Men’s Library is 
open to visitors, and boys and girls who are 
unable to buy books may go there and read. 
In subscribing for a fund to add 4,000 vol- 
ulues to the library, you help these boys and 
girls, Remember this when you put down 
your subscription. Remember also the easy 
terms—one-tenth on the Ist of April and 
one-tenth every month until the amount is 
paid. On this plan almost anybody can 
afford to subscribe liberally, and in so good 
a cause the people will give cheerfully. 

There will be plenty of chances to sub- 
scribe in case the committee does not get 
around to everybody. Lists will be left 
with the bank tellers and at the hotels and 
newspaper offices. Headquarters will be at 
the office of Mr. G. V. Gress, on Broad street. 


Halstead and Free Coinage. 

Perhaps one of the greatest men in the 
United States is Editor Murat Halstead, who 
formerly had charge of The Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Gazette. It is true that Mr. Hal- 
stead no longer has charge of [The Commer- 
cial Gazette. He has-been called and elected 
to take charge of a country paper in Brook- 
lyn, and he is doing his editing with an en- 
ergy and an alacrity that are purely western 
inventions. It is probably true that no 
suburb of an American city ever had a more 
thoroughly edited paper than the one which 
Mr. Halstead pervades. 

Mr. Halstead is, in fact, a man that runs 
over, bearing, in that respect, some reseni- 
blance to.a tea kettle. Yet there is some 
difference. When a tea kettle runs over it 
puts out its fire, whereas Mr. Halstead adds 
to his. He is tremendously fired up, for 
instance, over the silver question. He has 
got the idea that free coinage is undemo- 
cratic, and he is working it for all it is 
worth. He not only promulgates it in his 
country newspaper in Brooklyn, but he 
sends it off by telegraph to Deacon Richard 
Smith’s paper in Cincinnati, so that we have 
in two alleged newspapers a ‘conglomeration 
of what Mr. Murat Halstead is supposed to 
think about the silver question. 

His ignorance has a vital quality that is 
touching. He walloped up the greenback 
craze in the west, and now he is trying to 
swallow the dose that the gold-bugs and 
mugwumps have prepared for the country. 
He knows its futility, and yet he is endeay- 
oring to earn his salary with an earnestness 
that is seldom witnessed on earth. 

Among other things, Mr. Halstead re- 
marks that the free coinage of silver would 
drive gold out of this country. This js 
the Larry Godkin idea, Why would gold 
go out ‘of the country, and what would 
it go for? It is understood, of course, 
that the mugwumps will hoard all they can 
get—that is tosay, they will turn all their 
currency into gold and bury it in their sey- 
eral and various trash piles. This is the 
idea; but why should a stalwart and mus- 


{cular map like Mr. Halstead fall into it?

the muggiest kind of mugwumpery. 

Mr. Halstead goes so far as to say that 
‘‘the Bank of France would have the same 
show for the exchange of her silver for our 
paper that the Colorado miners would have, 
and in the struggle for our gold the price of 
our silver would go down.”’ 

These are Mr. Halstead’s words. We 
have quoted him exactly. What he really 
says is this—that France, in order to get 
American gold, would sell her legal tender 
silver at a sacrifice of 7 per cent. Why 
should she make such a sacrifice when she 
could sell her silver to India for British gold, 
dollar for dollar? We have seen much to 
admire in Mr. Halstead, but why should he 
be a crank on this question merely because 
John Sherman has sold himself out to Wall 
street, body and soul? There may be an 
undemocratic side to the silver question, but 
that is no reason why Mr. Halstead should 
play the fool. That free coinage.would hurt 
Wall street, and Wall street’s speculative in- 
terest is undeniable and has never been 
denied. Nobody wants to deny it. The 
main thing is that the great body of the 
people will be helped—and right here is the 
conflict. It is the people against Wall street. 

But when Mr. Halstead says that France, 
or any other European country, is going to 
sacrifice its legal tender silver in order to 
get American gold, he talks worse than non- 
sense. Wehave hopes that he will come 
out boldly, as he did in the Foraker forgery, 
and admit that he has been grossly deceived, 


Mr. T. B. Reep’s ‘‘magnificent congtess” 
threatens to overshadow all the others. We 
shall have Reed denying before long that he 
was speaker, but if he denies it through his nose 
the people won’t believe him. 


EprTror Wa.sH, of The Augusta Chronicle, 
announces that. ‘‘the time has come in the 
south when the people must have cheaper 
papers.’’ Somehow or other, The Chronicle 
never discovered this demand until Tur Con-

Professor Peacock, a Georgia Boy, Educated 
by the Charles-?4cDonald-Brown 
Fund, Discharges: His Obligation. 


Asis well known, Governor Brown some 
years ago, after the dez.th of hisson, .Charles 
McDonald Brown, mae a donation of $50,000, 


« which his son, if living, would have inherited, 


to the State University at Athens. 

The fund was namedin honor of the de- 
ceased son, who watt himself for a time a 
studont there. 

The interest annually, $3,500, which is paid 
by the state for fifty years, is loaned to young 
men of promise, who are unable to educate 
themselves, with the pledge of honor and the 
legal obligation on their part thatas soon as 
they make the money to spare after their 
graduation they will pay back the amount to 
the university with 4 per cent interest. This 
privilege is confined exclusively to young men 
of merit, who ure neither able nor are their 
parents able to educate them. 

When Governor Brown was a penniless 
youth he was very anxious to have the benefit 
of a colleginte education, but on account of his 
poverty he was unable to obtain such an edu- 
cation. After he had reached a position and 
had made money he remembered the class of 
young men to which he belonged when 
growing up, and made this very valuable con- 
tribution to the education of that class. 

The letter of Professor Peacock, who was 
one of the beneficiaries of the Charles-McDon- 
ald-Brown scholarship fund, shows the work- 
ings of the system. He graduated, has gone to 
Texas, has made money, and sends back a check 
tothe treasurer of the State University for 
the amount due by him. He writes Governor 
Brown a letter of thanks for the benefit he has 
received under his donation, informing him 
that his brother is now receiving the same 
benefit. 


The money which was used by Professor 


Peacock when at college was part of the inter- 
est on the fund given by Governor Brown to 
the aniversity. It has now been paid back to 
the university with 4 per cent interest, and be- 
comes part of the principal of the dunation, 
thus augmenting the amount to be loaned each 
year. 

Ifthe young men who avail themselves of 
the benefit of this fund are génerally as 
prompt and honorable as Professor Peacock, 
the fund in the hands of the university will 
soon grow to avery large amount and educate 
a veryJarge number of youngmen. Asitis 
at present, the donation of Governor Brown 
keeps about twenty young men constantly at 
college at Athens and Dahlonega. One thou- 
sand dollars of the fund annually goes to 
young men being educated at Dahlonega; the 
other $2,500 to young men at Athens. 

The following is Professor Peacock’s letter 
and Governor Brown’s reply:

I went to the university from Thomasville, Ga., 
in 1885, and graduated in 1887. 

If one were to take the trouble to look over the 
records of the university during ’86 and ‘'87 he 
could learn from the class-stand, etc., whether the 
fund in my case had been properly appreciated. 

A younger brother, also a beneficiary of the 
same fund,is now at the university,and will 
graduate in June next. We shall both owe to 
your generosity a great deal of whatever success 
we may achieve in life, 

Now, I want to ask of you the favor of a photo- 
graph or an engraving of yourself, upon which 
I'd be glad you would inscribe your autograph; 
and, as you have many similar requests, I'd like 
torefund the costin stamps.

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GENERAL GEURGIA GOSSIP. 


In the latter part of January THE CONSTITUTION 
, published an account of the death of a negro 
woman in Emanuel county, and the trouble which 
followed the disposal of the corpse. It seems to 
be a pretty live corpse in that section still, as The 
Swainsboro Pine Forest is stil} publishing com- 
munications from indignant citizens in regard to 
it. The woman died on the 26th of January. She 
was poor, and noone wanted to shoulder the ex- 
Several citizens were 
indirectly concerned in it, however, and 
hence the trouble. It was stated then 
that the corpse had been left all night in the yard 
of Mr. E. J. Faircloth. That gentleman denies 
this in last week’s issue of the Swainsboro paper, 
and says that the corpse was left inan old house 
near his dwelling, where it remained so long that 
it became offensive and attracted his attention. 
He went to the house, made the ghastly discovery, 
and had the body interred at his own expense. He 
feels that an injustice has been done him in the 
matter ; hence his card at this late day. 


Several petitions have been circulated for abol- 
ishing the county court of Emanuel county, but 
the citizens appear to be divided as to the wisdom 
of such a proceeding. It is held by some that the 
court is detrimental to the best interests of the 
people, and by others that itis a great institution. 
The lawyers are taking an active interest in the 
fight, which seems to be well under way. 


The verdicts of coroners’ juries are not always 
in keeping with the facts, and are often grim 
jokes on dead men. This has been frequently the 
case in the rural districts of Georgia. But South 
Carolina can now move up to the head of the class. 
A Savannah man who returned last week froma 
trip up the Charleston and Savannah road tells a 
pretty good story of the verdict of a coroner’s jury 
in a trial that took place a short while ago in one 
of the coast counties of South Carolina. A man 
was found dead inthe road with a bullet hole 
through his head,and his mule standing in the road 
near by. Evidently a murder bad been committed. 
A pistol was found in one of the dead man’s 
pockets, but none of the chambers had been dis- 
charged, so it could not have been suicide. The 
coroner was notified, and proceeded to impanel a 
jury of the negroes who gathered tothe spot. A 
full investigation was made, without throwing 
any light on the crime, however, and the case was 
given tothe jury forits decision. Naturally a 
verdict that the deceased came to his death by a 
pistol shot at the hands of unknown parties was 
expected. The jury retired to a neighboring fence 
corner, and after long and serious deliberations 
returned with a verdict which the foreman 
handed ta thecoroner. It read: ‘*We, the jury 
find the deceased guilty of carrying concealed 
weapons.”’ 


The average rainfall per annum for Troup 
county is 56 inches. For 1890 the rainfall was 
only 42.21 inches, or 13.79 inches below the av- 
erage. For the year 1891, up to Monday morn- 
ing, the %th instant, the rainfall amounted to 
the unprecedented amount of 23.90 inches, con- 
siderably surpassing all previous records for the 
same lemgth of time. During February there 
were sixteen rainy days, and it rained about 
every day last week. During the month of Feb- 
ruary the thermometer played all sorts of pranks, 
ranging from 23 degrees, the lowest, to 78 degrees, 
the highest temperature, a variation of 55 de- 
grees during the short month. The oldest inhab- 
itants are nonplussed over the weather, and can- 
not recall anything like it in the past history of 
the country. 


Mr. Samuel Baker. who was severely cut in a 
fight with Samuel Geiger at Micanopy, Fia., 
recently, is well-known at Warrenton, says The 
Clipper. Heisanephewof Dr. J. T. Baker, of 
that place, and has a brotherthere. The tele- 
graphic account of the fight, in which knives 
played such a fatal part, merely stated that the 
trouble was the result of an old grudge. It ap- 
pears, from the story told by Baker’s friends in 
Warrenton, that this “grudge” hadits origin five 
yearsago. Bakerand Geiger were rivals for the 
hand of a young lady, and were bitterest enemies 
on that account. Baker was the successful suitor 
and won the girl. Geiger never forgave him, but 
for five year has tracked his footsteps and made 
his life as miserable as he could, threatening him 
and otherwise trying to incite a quarrel. The re- 
sult was the duel with knives, in which both men 
were literally hacked to pieces. 


The case of Mr. John W. Hawkins, of Oglethorpe 
county, is a peculiar one, and has excited the 
sympathy of the citizens. Some time ago his two 
little children died, and his mind gave way under 
his grief. He became possessed with the idea that 
they would rettrn to him, and evinced unmis- 
takable signs of lunacy. A jury was impaneled to 
inquire into his case. He was adjudged a lunatic, 
and will be sent to the asylum... He is avery 
race man, who had a bright future before 


Quite a strange freak of lightning was witnessed 
outat the home of Mr. William Henry Morton, 
in Athens, last Sunday. It was during the rain 
storm that came up about noon, when a flash of 
lightning struck the rod over the house of Mr. 
Morton, melting it into smithereens instanta- 
neously. The current was not content with this 
but leaped to the tin gutter and melted itall 
around the large house, pouring the molten metal 
in heavy streams to the ground below. But this 
is not all. The lightning flashed through one 
corner of the house, paid a visit to the people in 
the room below, ran out along an iron pipe toa tin 
basin on the back piazza, and melted it com- 
pletely, and followed an iron pipe to the well. full 
fitty feet from the house. The damage to the 
woodwork of the house was very slight, but all of 
the meltal with which the flame came in contact 
was melted inatantaneously. 


It seems that all the “mad” dogs are confined to 
the rural districts. We never see them in the 
cities. At present Oglethorpe county is suffering 
from their ravages and. a war of extermination 
has been inaugurated. Some*time ago a mule be- 
longing to Mr. W. W. Culbreath, a farmer of 
Crawford, was bitten by a mad dog. A few days 
afterwards the animal evinced nnmistakable signs 
of madness, and died aftere great suffering, 
which was painful to witness. As the dog in 
question confined himself principally to stock, 
other part*es are looking for their animals to die. 
It has been suggested that every aog in the 
county be killed, but the suggestion will hardly 
be carried out.

$70,000. The story runs that R. 8.- Lawrence, of 
Colorado, purchased it in Londona year or so 
ago, and that it then passed into the hands of 
Edward Bruce, formerly secretary of the Balti- 
more and Ohio Telegraph Company, from whom 
Mr. Carroll secured it.

: Will Accept. 


The presidency of the Chattahoochee Land 
gnd Iron Company has been offered to Dr. I. 8. 
Hopkins, president of the Georgia Institute of 
Technology, and it is understood that he will 
accept the position with all the responsibility 
that it implies. 

In doing this Dr. Hopkins has the assurance 
of financial backing and absolute confidence, 
such as few men enjoy in embarking in a new 
The stock subscription has 


reached the aggregate of $243,000, and 


- was swelled by considerable lumps within 
the past thirty-six hours. Night before last 


g jady passing through the city subscribed for 

$6,000 of the stock, and yesterday a telegram 
ma Georgia merchant in New York an- 
pounced that he had sold 225 shares at par, 

making $22,500, and had more sales in sight. 

The samples of ore brought down from Can- 
ton last week by Dr. Hopkins and Mr. Wilk- 

n, have been displayed in several windows 
at Mr. Phil Haralson’s store, and Dr. Wilson’s 
office and have attracted great attention. Mr. 
Fastman says the ore shows one-tenth of 1 
per cent of phosphorus and 3 per cent of 
silica, @ combination rarely found, which 
makes an iron of peculiar hardness and 
strength. Itis called machinery iron, and is 
parder than steel. 

“What we propose to do,” said Mr. 
Eastman, ‘is to build at once 
a gixty-ton charcoal furnace, and 
then locate enough industries consuming 
pig iron to take our entire product. When 
that is done we will build another sixty-ton 
furnace. In other words, we propose to raise 
an iron family out there on the Chattanoochee. 

“We have exceptional advantages. First, 
there is the ore in massive veins, only thirty 
miles from the Chattahoochee, where we build 
the furnace. Ordinary ore with fifteen t 
twenty-five per cent of silica takes large 
quantities of limestone to flux it, and lime- 
stone is a considerable item on the expense 
account. This ore, with 3 per cent of silica, 
requires very little limestone. 

“Then there is the saving in freight. Ore 
with 15 to 25 percent of silica carries that 
much dead weight. You have to haul that 
much more than is needed to make tie iron. 
Then we make a great saving in freight by 
haying little or no silica.’’ 

What Dr. Hopkins Will Do. 

There seems to be little doubt that Dr. 
Hopkins will accept the presidency of the 
company. The leaders hum and haw a good 
deal, but it is learned from good'authority that 
Dr. Hopkins will resign the presidency of the 
Technological school next week, the resigna- 
tion to take effect the 15th of June. 

It is said that the time of 
actual departure is to be postponed several 
months, in orderthat Dr. Hopkins may see the 
preparatory department of the Technological 
school organized. The trustees of the insti- 
tute are not altogether unprepared for the 
change, for it is said that Dr. Hopkins told 
them long ago that he wanted to see the insti- 
tution well established, and then he would 
turn it over to other hands. 

Dr. Hopkins’s career has indeed been a well- 
rounded one. Starting out as a minister of the 

“Methodist church and a college professor, he 

became a college president. During his stay 
in college hefdeveloped strongly in metaphys- 
ics. Unlike many who pursue that study, he 
also gave much attention to physics, and 
especially that department of applied science 
which deals with the affairs of every-day life. 
He established a pioneer technical school 
at Oxford, ‘and eventially he became 
more distinguished in physics, even, that he 
had been in metaphysics. His practical turn 
of mind was apparent in all the positions he 
occupied, and the trustees of the Technological 
school naturally sought him when the time 
came to select a president. < 

Now he is invited to take charge of one 
of; the most important business enter- 

res in the state, and one whose future 

eends largely upon the ability of the man at 
the head. From the ministry tothe head of 
aniron companyis rather an unusual career, 
and there are few men broad enough to cover 
the ground that he implies.

SEV ERAL CREDITORS OF THE GEOR- 
GIA BOX FACTORY DEMOUR. 


The Claim that the Company Has no Right 
to Select Preferences Among the - 
Creditors of the Concern. 


Another phase in the Southern Box factory 
story yesterday morning. : 

Mr. Walter RK. Baum, representing the 
Bond Lumber Company, of Nashville, and 
Wieh!l, Probasco & Co., the corporation known 
as the Bank of Chattanooga, fileda petition 
in the superior court, asking for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver for the Southern Box 
factory, and asking for a restraining order 
from the court against the company and G. 
V. Gress, assignee. 

THE ORDER GRANTED. 

After a careful consideration of the case 
Judge Marshall J, Clarke granted a temporary 
restraining order, and set the case for final 
hearing Saturday, March 14th. 

The petition sets forth, among other allega- 
tions, that the assignment is null and void, be- 
cause it does not comply with the law in that 
the affidavits attached, made by J. W. Baum, 
who claims to be president and general mana- 
ger, do not state that the schedule of assets is a 
full and complete inventory and schedule of 
all assets, of every kind held, claimed as 
owned by the factory at the time the assign- 
ment was made. 

Petitioners further claim that the Southern 
Box factory, by reason of the 
deed of assignment, surrendered its charter 
and ceased to exist at the timethe assignment 
was made, and could not make legal prefer 
ences of creditors. 

On this poin there are some nice legal ques- 
tions involved. 

Another claim is that the assignment fails to 
designate an assignee, and that the deed in this 
particular is blank. ¢ 

A PRINCIPAL POINT. 

Another point is thatit is invalid because 
the assignment was made by the stockholders, 
in meeting assembled, and not by the board of 
directors, which petitioners claim is the only 
legal method of procedure in such cases. 

The petition asks that a receiver be ap- 
pointed and that G. V. Gress be directed to 
turn over the assets to such receiver, and that 
the company, as well as G. V. Gress, be re- 
strained from encumbering or disposing of 
the property of the Southern Box factory. 

Further, that all preferences among cred- 
itors be set aside, and that the assets be 
equally distributed among the creditors, and 
that petitioners may have judgment for the 
amounts due them. 

The case wil! be a very interesting one. The 
sheriff of Fulton county served the parties 
enjoined yesterday, and business is suspended 
until the time of the hearing. 

Mr. Baum left for Chattanooga yesterday 
morning to confer with parties there holding 
claims against the company.
